For each month "in which you qualify .for the health care services provided 
•by the State, you will receive ^ card which identifies you as a Medicaid 
eligible person. Always present your card to your physician, pharmacist, ' ' 
hospital ,, etc. , so they will know you are eligible to have payment for yoi^r 
medical service made- by the Division of Family. Services. Presenting your 
medical eligibility card will also help you to findDut whether your phvsician 
or hospital accepts payment from the State for services. 

If you have any questions about the_ medical assistance program, contact your 
welfare worker. Be certain you give all £he^act§ concerning your case to 
your W^orker.;.
